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PUBLIC LIBRARY REPORT 


The report of the Trustees of the Public Library is hereby sub- 
mitted. 

The Librarian’s report is as follows : 

Fifty-three new cards have been issued during the year, making a 
total of 648 cards. Number of books loaned, 3,684, classified as fol- 
lows: Fine Arts 8; Biography 33; Poetry 16; Descriptive, 28; Fic- 
tion 3,401; History 32; Literature 22; Miscellaneous 3; Natural 
Science 39; Religion 6; Sociology 19; Travels 41; Periodicals 36. 
Number of volumes added 169, making a total of 2,054. 

Rooks have been presented to the Library by Judge C. S. Lilley, 
E. A. Kimball, Warren Flanders, Mary A. Page and a number were 
given by a friend whose name we are not at liberty to disclose. Miss 
Page’s gift was ten years’ publication of the New England Magazine, 
making twenty volumes. 

One hundred dollars was received from Arthur G. Pollard. ‘This 
enabled us to have placed 100 feet of movable shelves, which were 
much needed, as well as to largely increase the number of books. 

A fine picture of the late Francis W. Flanders has been hung on 
the walls of the reading room by his family. Mr. Flanders served 
efficiently on the board of trustees, being a member of the board at 
the time of his death. 

We are pleased to note that nearly 1,500 more books have been 
taken from the library this year than last. This increase of interest in 
the town and the kindness of out of town friends is very gratifying.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


BOARD OF EDUCATION 


OF THE 


TOWN OF PLAISTOW 


Our schools have all been in session thirty-six weeks during the 
past year. With one exception the work done has been satisfactory. 


We were obliged to make a change of the teacher in the South District 
on such short notice, in the fall, that we had not time to secure an ex- 


perienced teacher, and the school was not a success. The last term 
the school has been taught by Miss Tucker and has given good satis- 
faction. Miss Williams and Miss Mac Gibbon have continued in the 
North Main St. and Clark schools, doing good and satisfactory work. Miss 
Curran, a graduate of the Salem Normal School, succeeded Miss Law- 
rence in Westville and has proved a very efficient and successful 
teacher. Miss Messer, who had shown her ability as a teacher in the 
Pollard Primary and other schools in town, was promoted to the Pollard 
Grammar School, in the fall, where she has continued the faithful and 
conscientious service for the pupils which she has ever shown in our 
schools. She was succeeded in the Pollard Primary by Miss Bassett, 
a teacher of experience and enthusiasm in her work, who spares no 
labor to awaken a like enthusiasm in her pupils and gain their love. 
Her work has been highly satisfactory to both School Board and 
parents. 

We are glad to notice more interest in the schools by the parents, 
as evinced by more frequent visits to the school room. ‘This is es- 
pecially true of the Pollard Primary and may be due, in part, to the 
introduction of more modern methods of teaching, which, while they call 
for more labor on the part of the teacher, give to the child a far diff- 
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erent start in education from that which we had when young. From 
the beginning’ the child is taught to think and mentally grasp some- 
thing, even though it may be a simple thing, and this is the real be- 
ginning of education. In the past it has been too much the committ- 
ing to memory that which is toid without any comprehension of its 
meaning. If this change in the method of instruction can be accomp- 
lished it makes the Primary department of our schools the most im- 
portant, for after the child has been taught to comprehend what he 
reads and to reason and think, he can go on to acquire knowledge al- 
most without a teacher. ‘This is well illustrated in all our self-made 
men, like Lincoln, who became scholars and efficient men with little or 
no schooling. 3 

We find it difficult to get experienced and capable teachers and 
are often obliged to run the risk of an untried teacher. Some of these, 
especially those who have had a Normal training, have proven most 
satisfactory and efficient. When we have proved the worth ofa teach- 
er the school officers of some neighboring city or town stand ready to 
take them away by offering a larger salary than we are able to pay. 
We think this town will be obliged to pay higher salaries, in the near 
future, if we would retain good teachers. 

The State Superintendent of Schools is still urging the employ- 
ment of a District Superintendent by two or more towns, as provided 
in Chapter 70 of the Laws of 1899. The town has already voted 
down this proposition but we would keep it before you, to consider 
whether it would not be for the advantage of our schools. ‘The state 
would bear one-half the expense, so that the added burden to each 
town would be small. 

The cost for supplies is quite large though we have endeavored to 
control it as much as possible. The modern methods of teaching call 
for a free use of paper and many other materials to which we were 
strangers a few years ago: and if we would have modern teachers we 
must supply them such materials as they demand. We have not made 
any changes in the text books and have purchased only such as were 
needed to supply the demands of the schools. The amount used for 

_- supplies the past two years will average nearly $200 and we think ‘it 
necessary to provide about that amount in some way. 
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Besides the usual repairs which are needed every year and for 
which provision is made from the school fund, every school house in 
town needs painting and an appropriation should be made every year 
for this purpose until it is accomplished. We recommend that not 
less than $100 be raised this year. 

A portion of the fence has been removed from the yard of the 
Pollard school without the consent of any of the School Board and we 
wish to disclaim the responsibility for any damage that may result. 

We recommend the usual appropriation in addition to that re- 
quired by law.
